Great alarm is felt over the dyna- 


miting threats and over the discov- 
ery of a plan to invade the brewery 
near the sceHs of the disturbances. 


If the foreigners Become intoxicat- 


ed through their excesses and bold- 
ness, it is almost certain there will 
be further rioting and fighting be- 
tore the situation is adjusted. 


The proposed attempts to search 


the houses ot foreigners for dyna- 
mite and firearms this afternoon 
also likely precipitate more trouble^ 
The only violence of any conse- 
quence so far today occurred shortly 
before noon when 4000 strikers and 
the state police clashed. The trou- 
ble started when the strikers re- 
turned from Indian Mound . where 
they had held a mass meeting this 
morning. 
The police attempted to disperse 


the strikers and they resisted, throw- 
ing bricks and stones at the mounted 
constabulary. The policemen 
then 


di-ew rifles and fired shots over the 
heads of the strikers. They broke 
and then a stand was taken. 


The sfrikers formed ranks again 


and madu a second stand. Again the 
eonstabuiary drew rifles and directed 
a fire and the strikers broke and 
ran.The policemen arrested six. 


Although everything is reported 


quiet at one o'clock 'this afternoon, 
McKees Rocks and Sehoenville are 
nothing more than arraed 
camps, 


The oniinous alienee on all sides is 
believed to precede a fresh outbreak. 


Over 100 m&, in addition to the 


state constabulary, armed with riot 
guns, are guarding the works be- 
hind the high stockade, which com- 
pletely surrounds the mills. While 
buckshot is being used to repulse the 
strikers' charges, no fatal injuries 
have been reported.

Tony Galashk, shot In. abdomen, ma> 
die; Denkai Mania, suffering from 
fecalp wounds; Joseph W, Markowita, 
shot in hip and artery severed, con- 
dition serious; Joseph Byrn, shot in 
leg; John Faban, suffering 
from 


gunshot wounds; Paul Bartoe, t>hot 
in hands and scalp.
